Should  the  expected  demand  develop 
it  seems  certain  that  prices  will  go  sharply  higher  in  spite  of 
all  that  can  be  done  to  prevent. 

You  know  us  well  enough  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
say  that  our  high  quality  will  be  maintained  in  spite  of  low 
prices . 


Your  patronage  of  the  past  is  appreciated.  We 
will  continue  to  give  you  our  best  efforts  to  help  you 
produce  crops  more  economically.
